The Gas oline Problem 
of Supply and Demand 

The second of a series of three statements 

_ The war directed attention to the need of petroleum conservation. Speaking on 
this subject, Mark L. Requa, General Director, Oil Division, United States Fuel 
Administration, recently said: 

“The disproportion between the supply of and demand for gasoline is enormous 
and constitutes a critical problem. 

“Projected at the percentage of increase, 1904-1914, we should require in 1927 
something like 700.000,000 barrels of petroleum. In 1918 our total production was 
only 350,000,000 barrels.” 


To meet this situation both the petroleum and au¬ 
tomobile industries have for several years been mak¬ 
ing every effort. The problem has been approached 
from every angle: 

(a) The oil producers are constantly prospecting 
for new fields. They have sunk many wells 
and are doing everything possible to increase 
petroleum production. 

(b) The oil refiners, with the help of their chemi¬ 
cal engineers, are ever devising new and im¬ 
proved processes of refining by which they 
squeeze every possible drop of gasoline out of 
each barrel of petroleum. 

(c) The automotive engineers have aided much 
in gasoline conservation by their constant 
improvement of automobile engines and 
methods of carburization. Their efforts are 
to secure the operation of automobiles on 
grades of gasoline that permit the maximum 
production of this motor fuel from each bar¬ 
rel of crude oil and which, at the same time, 
will give the greatest power and mileage 
from each unit of gasoline consumed. 

All these methods are succeeding to a marked de¬ 
gree, and yet gasoline consumption is increasing 
much faster than production. 

Facing these bald facts last summer, it became 
evident to President Wilson and the United States 
Fuel Administration that there was virtually as great 
need for gasoline conservation as for food conserva¬ 
tion. f 

In consequence the United States Fuel Adminis¬ 
tration requested Eastern states to discontinue en¬ 
tirely all non-essential use of passenger automobiles, 
and for a time this request was so extended that 
only automobiles in Government, emergency or war 
service were in use on Sunday. These limitations 
were not extended to the Western states, because at 
the time there was enough gasoline being produced 
in California for Pacific Coast needs and its distri¬ 
bution did not require the use of transcontinental 
transportation facilities needed for war. 

It was part of this same campaign to conserve 
gasoline that led President Wilson to appoint a Gov¬ 
ernment committee to determine and adopt standard 


specifications for gasoline and other petroleum prod¬ 
ucts. 

This committee consisted of the United States 
Fuel Administration and representatives of the War 
and Navy Departments, the United States Shipping 
Board.the Director Genera! of Railroads, the Bureau 
of Mines and the Bureau of Standards. 

The committee was assisted and advised by tech¬ 
nical experts from each of these departments and 
bodies. 

After extended discussions, exhaustive tests and 
experimentation, this Government committee adop¬ 
ted standard specifications for gasoline, not only for 
aviation purposes, but also for general motor use on 
land and sea. 

These United States Government specifications 
were drawn up with a view to providing a grade of 
gasoline that would meet every practical require¬ 
ment and yet allow maximum production. They deal 
with the problem on the basis of the best utilization 
of our petroleum resources, and the maintenance of 
reasonable prices to the consumer. 

Drafted as they were by impartial Government ex¬ 
perts, these United States Government gasoline 
specifications are today being generally considered 
as the most practical standard for gasoline. They 
insure an efficimt and satisfactory gasoline and at 
the same time have due regard for the necessity of 
petroleum conservation. 

The gasoline being furnished today is more pow¬ 
erful ar.d gives greater mileage than the gasoline of 
ten years ago. Its use is made possible by the im¬ 
provements in automobile engines and methods of 
carburization. To go back to the gasoline of ten 
years ago would be to accept a more highly volatile 
but less powerful gasoline giving less mileage. It 
would also result in decreasing the production and 
increasing the cost of gasoline.

Equine Losses Announced. 

Major tiem-ral Sir W. II Blrkbeck, 

I director of remounts In the British 
j army, has just announced the losses 
| among the British war horses during 
i the entire period of the war. 

“During the last four months of 
1014," General l'.irklieck declared, ‘The 
armies ia France lost 1-1 per cent of 
(heir horses, or about 3 per cent n 
month. That period inc tided the re¬ 
treat from Mons, tlic flrsv battle of the 
Marne, and tho first battle of Yprcs. 

"In the following year the losses were 
fourteen and a half per cent for the 
whole twelve months, in 1917 the 
losses rose to 2s per cent, 1(1 per cent 
f which took place during the lust 
tree months of the year, the balance 
vf the losses being chiefly owing to 
the heavy lighting at Vitny Ridge, 
l’asschendale, and tile beginning of 
night bombing." 

During the last yenr of war com¬ 
paratively few horses were lost : two 
and a half per cent being the official 
estimate. Among the British commer¬ 
cial firms someth ing like 20 per cent 
of the horses ale always either sick or 
resting, as in annual average, while 
the official British army reports re¬ 
veal the fact that In France, due to 
the careful attention of the vetcrin 
urles, the usual average was a bit 
more than twelve per cent. 

Whether America cun Profitably fol¬ 
low the accepted R Jtlsu system of 
demobilizing army h.irsos Is a grave 
question. With the present shortage In 
ships and the pressing needs of Fti- 
ropenn peoples for foodstuffs, together 
with the mighty job of transporting 
General Pershing's army home. It Is 
possible that sonic horses must needs 
tie either left behind or sacrificed, to 
add somewhat to the already stagger-i 
Ing debt of war. 

The British people have been told 
that In all probability some thousands j 
of horses and mules In far-away Egypt 
will have to he disposed of In one of i 
lhroe ways; repatriation, destruction, | 
or sale. 

Oppose Shooting of Animals.

May Use Same as Food. 

While the war office is devoting a lot 
of thought to getting rid of surplus 
j horses, the food controller, acting in¬ 
dependently. has possibly suggested a 
kind of remeily—horseflesh has just 
been put on the list of food stuffs the 
price of which Is controlled by gov- 
, eminent order. 

"Owing to tin' increased demand for 
horseflesh for human consumption, it 
has been found necessary to control the 
prices both to retailers and consum¬ 
ers." the official order rends. 

Tile prices fixed are Interesting. The 
j householder buying at retail w ill have 
to pay no more than 31 cents n pound 
for the best cuts. The heart, liver 
and head meats cuts, known here as 
tho offal cuts (no joke intended), may 
he sold to retail trade at li> cents a 
pound. 

Kntlng horseflesh Is merely a feat¬ 
ure of the meat shortage England and 
all of Europe are now experiencing. 
Meat and butter are going to he hard 
to get here for the next year or so 
That one fact is the only point in 
tho whole food problem on which the 
food ministry officials stand pat.
